Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  1954 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1954  in  accordance  with 
Circular  42/51  Wales. 

In  spite  of  a very  bad  climatic  year,  the  health  of  the  district 
remained  reasonably  satisfactory.  Infectious  disease  cases  totalled 
135,  being  a decrease  of  36  cases  on  1953  due  to  a drop  in  the 
cases  of  measles  notified. 

Once  again  no  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  in  the  Rural 
District,  and  if  immunisation  is  maintained  at  a reasonably  high 
level  there  is  no  reason  why  this  very  desirable  state  of  affairs 
should  not  persist  indefinitely. 

This  is  the  seventh  year  in  which  no  maternal  death  due  to 
childbirth  has  occurred  in  the  district.  The  Infantile  Mortality  rate 
for  the  district  also  remains  low,  being  15.1  per  1,000  live  births, 
only  two  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  having  died  during  the 
year. 

The  birth  rate  was  a little  higher  than  last  year,  at  12.17  births 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  number  of  births  being  128,  an 
increase  of  11  on  1953. 

Corrected  for  comparison  with  the  country  as  a whole,  our 
Birth  Rate  would  be  15.09  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared 
with  a national  rate  of  15.2  births  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
The  need  for  some  correction  for  comparative  purposes  is  obvious 
when  one  realises  the  great  excess  of  males  in  the  district,  there  , 
being  some  two  thousand  soldiers  at  Kinmel  Camp  who  are  now 
included  in  our  population  figures. 

The  death  rate  for  the  district  was  11.87  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion and  our  corrected  comparative  death  rate  was  10.70  per  1,000 
of  the  population.  This  is  the  first  time  in  recent  years  that  our 
crude  death  rate  has  been  higher  than  the  national  death  rate  of 
11.3  deaths  per  1,000  population;  for  comparative  purposes  we 
are  still  below  the  national  average. 

During  1954  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Welsh  Regional 
Board  visited  the  Rural  Dislrict  for  the  first  time.  The  Mass 
Radiography. van  was  sited  at  the  Council  Offices  and  every  assist- 
ance was  given  to  the  Director  of  the  unit  by  the  Council  and  their 
officials. 
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Five  hundred  and  five  people  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities 
offered  and  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  all  but  three 
were  found  to  be  in  good  health  as  far  as  their  lungs  were 
concerned. 

The  housing  problem  is  being  solved  little  by  little:  46  Council 
houses  and  20  private  houses  were  completed  during  the  year. 

It  is  learnt  that  a housing  survey  is  to  be  made  in  the  coming 
year,  and  one  will  have  a clearer  picture  of  the  housing  needs  of 
the  district  when  the  result  of  this  survey  is  to  hand. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  provision  of 
adequate  and  pure  water  supplies  to  the  parishes  of  Bodfari,  Cwm, 
Dysmeirchion  and  Waen  is  now  under  way,  and  when  the  next 
report  is  printed  all  these  parishes  will  have  been  freed  of  the 
summer  bogey  of  lack  of  water. 

The  situation  was  easier  in  1954  than  in  many  previous  years 
owing  to  the  exceptionally  heavy  rainfall  during  the  summer. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Clerk,  the  Sanitary 
Surveyor  and  all  the  other  Council  officials  for  their  co-operation 
and  willing  assistance  during  the  year.

Water 

Bodelwyddan,  Rhuddlan  and  St.  Asaph  are  supplied  by  the 
Rhyl  Urban  District  Council’s  Undertaking. 

Dyserth.  The  greater  part  of  the  parish  is  supplied  by  the 
Prestatyn  Urban  District  Council’s  Water  Undertaking. 

Bryniau,  Dyserth,  is  supplied  from  the  mains  of  the  Holywell 
Rural  District  Council’s  Water  Undertaking,  as  it  is  a high  level 
area. 

Bodfari  is  supplied  from  works  constructed  by  the  Council.  This 
supply  is  contaminated  on  occasion  and  the  inhabitants  have  been 
advised  to  boil  all  drinking  water. 

Cwm  is  supplied  from  works  constructed  by  the  Council.  One 
source  of  supply  (Aelwyd  Ucha)  fails  completely  during  dry 
weather,  and  on  these  occasions  the  supply  is  augmented  from  the 
Birkenhead  Corporation  Water  Supply  via  the  Holywell  Rural 
District  Council  Supply  Mains.  Tremdrchion  is  supplied  from 
works  constructed  by  the  Council.  This  water  supply  is  chlorinated, 
os  in  Summer  the  water  has  to  be  pumped  from  a polluted  source. 
This  results  in  a bacteriologically  pure  water. 

Rhuallt  has  a piped  supply  derived  from  springs  in  the  neigh- 
boiirbcod.  Waen  is  supplied  from  works  constructed  by  the  Council. 
The  distribution  of  water  has  been  much  improved  by  the  con- 
s rucd.on  of  new  mains,  and  in  1954  there  was  no  failure  in  the 
supply. 

Ceneriil  Remarks 

Th^re  was  no  severe  failure  of  the  water  supply  in  any  part  of 
tbc  district  during  the  year.  It  was,  however,  necessary  to  restrict 
the  censumption  in  Bodfari  and  Cwm. 

The  need  for  a pure  and  adequate  water  supply  to  the  parishes 
of  Bodfari,  Cwm,  Tremeirchion,  Rhuallt  and  Waen  is  as  great  as 
over,  for  in  a dry  summer  several  of  these  parishes  suffer  from  a 
water  shortage  and  the  water  supply  is  polluted  in  all  these  districts 

some  time  or  other  during  the  year.  At  the  time  of  writing  this 
report  work  is  well  under  way  to  provide  an  adequate  and  pure 
water  supply  to  these  parishes.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

St.  Asaph,  Rhuddlan  and  Dyserth  have  satisfactory  sewage 
disposal  systems.  The  sewage  scheme  for  Bodelwyddan  has  now 
been  completed  and  work  was  commenced  on  the  Rhuddlan  sewage 
disposal  works  and  sewers  which  are  intended  to  replace  the 
previous  unsatisfactory  works  and  overloaded  sewers.  Bodfari  and 
Tremeirchion  are  without  sewage  disposal  works. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

No  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  was  reported  during  1954. 

Closet  Accommodation 

In  the  areas  supplied  with  sewers,  very  few  privies  remain.  In 
the  remainder  of  the  district  10%  of  the  houses  have  privies  with 
fixed  receptacles  and  90%  privies  with  moveable  receptacles.  The 
Council  have  arrangements  for  the  removal  of  the  night  soil  in 
certain  areas. 

Public  Cleansing 

Refuse  is  removed  from  all  parishes  in  the  Rural  District  by  the 
Council’s  Refuse  Lorries. 

Shops  and  Offices 

No  action  was  required  in  respect  of  shops  and  offices  during  the 
year. 

Camping  Sites 

The  Maesgwilym  Camp,  The  Pleasant  View  Holiday  Camp  and 
the  Vale  of  Clwyd  Holiday  Camp,  Rhuddlan,  are  licensed  for  the 
Summer  months  only. 

The  water  supply  to  these  camps  is  satisfactory,  as  are  the  general 
standards  of  hygiene  maintained  in  the  camps. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs 

No  action  was  required  during  1954. 
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Schools 

No  closure  due  to  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  was  required 
during  1954. 

D^phfheria  Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

Eighty-eight  children  under  the  age  of  five  years  and  six  children 
between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen  years  were  immunised  during 
the  year.  Forty-three  other  children  received  a reinforcing  (boost- 
ing) dose. 

Fifty-one  children  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years  were  vaccinated 
lor  the  first  time  during  the  year.  In  addition,  one  child  and  one 
adult  were  revaccinated  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis 

The  Welsh  Regional  Board  has  a Chest  Clinic  at  the  Royal 
Alexandra  Hospital,  Rhyl,  for  the  treatment  and  investigation  of 
cases  or  suspected  cases  of  Tuberculosis.  The  Clinic  is  held  on 
Friday  mornings  for  new  cases  and  on  Friday  afternoon,  2.30 
p.m. — 4.30  p.ni.,  for  Pneumo  thorax  treatment. 

The  nearest  Sanatoria  are  at  Llangwyfan  and  Penyffordd. 

Venereal  Diseases 

The  nearest  Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  these  diseases  is  at  St. 
Asaph  Hospital.  This  clinic  is  held  on  Tuesday  evenings  from 
5.15  p.m.  to  7.15  p.m.  The  treatment  is  confidential,  free  and 
inclusive  of  travelling  expenses. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics 

The  Flintshire  County  Council  holds  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Clinics  at  St.  Asaph  (Thursday  p.m.),  Rhyl  (Wednesday 
p.m.)  and  Kinmel  Camp,  Bodelwyddan  (Thursday  p.m.). 

Smallpox 

In  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of  Smallpox,  provision  can  be  made 
for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of  cases  by  arrangement  with  the 
Flintshire  County  Council  and  the  Welsh  Regional  Board. 

Disinfection 

The  disinfec'.ion  of  large  articles  such  as  bedding  can  be  carried 
out  through  arrangements  made  by  the  Sanitary  Surveyor  with 
the  Rhyl  Urban  District  Council. 
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Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Conway. 
Fifty-one  examinations  of  raw  water  were  made  during  the  year. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  Section  47 

Application  had  to  be  made  for  the  removal  of  an  elderly  man 
to  hospital  in  view  of  his  complete  failure  to  attend  to  his  own 
needs,  and  the  fact  that  he  had  become  a danger  to  himself  at 
nights.  A Court  Order  was  granted  and  he  was  removed  to  hospital 
where  he  died  some  three  weeks  later  at  the  age  of  94  years.

Meat  and  other  Foods 

All  animals  are  slaughtered  at  the  Public  Abattoir,  Rhyl,  which 
is  the  municipally  controlled  centre  for  the  district.  Permission  has 
been  granted  for  the  erection  of  a slaughter  house  in  the  Rural 
District. 

Vital  Statistics 

(a)  Birth  Rate.  The  total  number  of  births  credited  to  the 
district  by  the  Registrar  General  during  1954  was  128,  of  which 
65  were  male  and  63  female.  Five  of  these  children  were  illegiti- 
mate, one  being  male  and  four  being  female. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  12.7  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The 
national  Birth  Rate  for  1954  was  15.2  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
but  local  Birth  Rate  corrected  to  allow  for  the  considerable  excess 
of  males  in  the  area,  was  15.1  per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  is 
quite  satisfactory. 

There  was  one  still-birth  during  the  year. 
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(b)  Death  Rate.  The  total  number  of  deaths  credited  to  the  area' 
after  allowing  for  inward  and  outward  transfers  was  125  — 67  of 
these  were  deaths  of  males  and  58  deaths  of  females. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  for  the  district  was  11.87  deaths  per  1,000 
of  the  population,  as  compared  with  a Death  Rate  of  11.3  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole.  Our  Comparative  Death  Rate  is 
lower  than  the  national  rate,  being  10.7  deaths  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

(c)  Infant  Mortality.  There  were  two  deaths  of  infants  under 
the  age  of  one  year  during  1954.  This  gave  an  infant  Mortality 
Ra'e  of  15.6  per  1,000  live  births,  as  compared  with  a rate  of  25.5 
deaths  per  1,000  live  births  for  England  and  Wales. 

(d)  infections  Diseases.  135  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were 
notified  during  1954.  These  were  comprised  of: —

(g)  Tuberculosis  (Non-Pulmonary).  No  death  was  attributed  to 
Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.

(h)  Othere  Respiratory  Diseases.  There  was  one  death  attributed 
to  this  cause. 

(i)  Heart  Diseases.  There  were  25  male  deaths  and  22  female 
dea'hs  attributable  to  heart  disease,  being  a total  of  47  deaths. 
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(k)  Intracranial  Vascular  Lesions.  There  were  eighteen  deaths 
from  this  cause,  five  of  them  being  deaths  of  males  and  thirteen 
being  deaths  of  females. 

(l)  Cancer.  Thirty-one  deaths  were  registered  as  being  due  to 
cancer.  Nineteen  of  these  were  deaths  of  males  and  twelve  deaths 
of  females. 


The  Cancer  Mortality  Rate  for  the  area  was  2.87  per  1,000  of 
the  population,  as  compared  with  a national  rate  of  1.67  per  1,000 
of  the  population.  Our  rate  for  Cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchus 
is  0.38  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  the  national  rate  of 
0.37.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Water  Supplies 

Owing  to  the  abnormal  rainfall  during  the  summer  months,  no 
shortages  of  water  were  experienced  throughout  the  summer. 

Control  of  Civil  Building 

All  controls  of  building  operations  by  private  enterprise  were 
removed  during  the  year. 

Housing  Act  1949 

During  the  year  five  applications  were  received  for  Improvement 
Grants  under  the  Housing  Acts.  All  were  in  respect  of  sub-standard 
property  and  all  were  granted  50%  of  the  costs  involved. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949 

The  Pests  Operator  has  continued  his  duties  with  success 
throughout  the  year.  Inspection  of  farms  and  other  agricultural 
buildings  continued  and  necessary  action  was  taken  in  conjunction 
with  the  Flintshire  C.A.E.C.  Periodical  treatment  of  sewers  is 
carried  out,  and  all  notifications  are  immediately  attended  to.  A 
total  of  76  premises  were  visited  and  treated,  in  addition  to  farms. 

Housing  Act,  Sec.  II 

As  a result  of  families  being  rehoused  in  Council  Houses,  action 
under  this  Section  was  taken  in  eight  cases. 

In  one  case  the  owner  gave  an  undertaking  not  to  re-let  the 
premises  for  human  habitation.  In  two  cases  proposals  for  recon- 
ditioning were  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Council.  In  the 
remaining  cases  Closing  Orders  were  made  prohibiting  the  use  of 
the  cottages  for  human  habitation. 

Camping 

There  are  now  three  major  camping  sites  in  the  area,  and  two 
smaller  ones  licensed  for  not  more  than  12  structures. 

The  major  sites  are,  in  the  main,  well  equipped  with  water 
supply,  toilet  accommodation  and  other  necessary  services.  An 
application  was  received  for  a licence  for  a further  camp  near  Rhyl. 
A licence  was  eventually  issued  conditional  on  the  owner  providing 
all  necessary  toilets,  water  supply,  etc.,  before  placing  any  caravans 
on  the  site. 
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Factories  and  Workshops 

Several  complaints  were  received  from  nearby  residents  of  the 
discharge  of  waste  matter,  the  presence  of  wasps  and  the  burning 
of  waste  paper  and  cartons  at  the  sweet  factory  in  Luke  Street, 
St.  Asaph.  The  management  co-operated  in  this  matter  without 
any  notice  having  to  be  issued.  Application  was  made  for  an 
extension  to  the  factory,  but  after  several  consultations  with  the 
County  Planning  Officer,  this  was  refused. 

During  the  year  a further  new  factory  was  opened  in  the  district. 
This  was  a Mineral  Water  Bottling  Factory  at  Marsh  Road, 
Rhuddlan.

Water  Samples 

Weekly  samples  of  water  consumed  at  Tremeirchion  were  taken 
during  1954.  All  of  these  were  found  to  be  Class  I,  Highly  Satis- 
factory. 

During  the  year,  samples  were  taken  from  each  of  the  Council’s 
sources  of  supply.  Two  of  the  samples  were  unsatisfactory,  viz.: 
(1)  Raw  water  from  intake  chamber  to  Rhuallt  storage  tank;  (2) 
Raw  water  from  intake  chamber  to  Waen  storage  tank.  The 
samples  from  the  other  sources  were  satisfactory.
